BRAND JURY ENDS 
SESSION WITHOUT 
- BRIBE INDICTMENT 


Confession of Holdenreid in the 
Klug Case Apparently Is 
Ignored. 


CIRCUIT ATTORNEY SILENT 
Money Lender Inquiry Recom- 
mended for Continuance 
at Next Session. 


Although the Circuit Attorney’s offics 
made two efforts to induce the October 
grand jury to indict a downtown saloon 
keeper in connection with the attempted 
bribery of Delegate Klug of the Tenth 
Ward, while the 10-cent tax rate Dill 
Was pending last spring, the jury faile.t 
t) include any indictment against him in 
its final report to Judge Hennings Sa:- 
urday. 

In delivering the report to Judge Hen- 
nings, Foreman Charles F. Wenneker 
stated that the grand jury had been har- 
monious except on one or two matters. 

“If we have made any mistake,” he 
said to the Court, “it is a mistake of 
the head and not of the. heart.” 

He said the grand jury wished to 
thank the Circuit Attorney and his as- 
sistants for the able manner in which 
they presented cases to it. 

In September the grand jury indicted 
Leonard A. Holdenried of 308 South Jef- 
ferson avenue on a charge of offering 
Klug $500 to vote for the 1(-cent tax 
tate bill. Holdenried was twice taken 
before the grand jury and it was un- 
derstood at the Municipal Courts Build- 
ing that he twice confessed that the 
money was given to him for the at- 
tempted bribery by a widely known sa- 
loon keeper and former Republican pol- 
itician. 

'_. Jury Favored Indictment. 

According to report at the Munici- 
pal Courts Building Foreman Wennce- 
ker, himself active in politics, strong- 
ly opposed the indictment of the sa- 
loon keeper. It has been reported for 
several weeks that the grand jury 
yoted seven in favor of an indict- 
ment and four against. Nine votes 
are necessary to indict. 

Holdenried, with Klug, was first 
taken before the grand jury Nov. 7. 
It was generally understood that he 
made a full confession and told with 
great detail how the attempted brib- 
ery originated. He. declared that he- 
was merely the go-between for the 
saloon keeper. 

The object of the Circuit Attorney in 
presenting the Holdenried confession to 
the grand jury was to get at the man 
higher up—the man really. responsible 
for the attempted bribery. Circuit At- 
torney Harvey refused to discuss any 
phase of the case Saturday. It was con- 
sidered likely that the same evidence 
would be presented to the next grand 
jury. The fact that one grand jury 
fails to indict upon a” statement of 
facts, does not bar another grand jury 
from finding an indictment.

Justice Werremeyer, ‘Indignant 
at Threat to Sue, Calls 
Party Conference. 


BAR GOODS AND CIGARS 


After Indignant Outbreaks It Is 
Discovered That Address 
Was a Mistake. 


There was poetry of motion in Clay- 
ton Saturday when Poetic Justice A. H. 
Werremeyer, rampant Bull Moose lead- 
er of St. Louis County, received, from 
Col. Lyman T. Hay of the Planters Ho- 
tel an itemized bill for $2470.80 as the 
balance due on the Taft campaign of 
1912. 

As Justice Werremeyer was heart ani 
soul for Roosevelt. from the time the 
doughty Colonel hurled his sombrero 


into the presidential ring, he asserted 
that there was neither rhyme nor rea- 
son in the bill and that he was in no 
way responsible for its payment. 

Incidentally the bill threw a lot of 
light on the cost and management of 
political campaigns. It inqluded every- 
thing from cigar and bar bills to laun- 
dry service, ostensibly for the campaign 
managers. ‘ 

Otto Stifel Paid $2000. 

With the bill was a letter from Col. 
Hay, firmly and emphatically informing 
the Justice that unless he and his asso- 
ciliates paid the bill suit would be filed 
to enforce payment. The letter stated 
that Col. Otto Stifel had paid $2000 on 
the Taft campaign account, “but he 
states that you and your associates are 
as responsible for the balance as he is.”’ 

Werremeyer called a hasty conference 
of fellow Bull Moosers. It was found 
upon careful examination that the letter 
was addressed “Judge A. S. Werremey- 
er, Clayton, Mo.’”” He coneluded the 
middie initial, ‘‘S,” his initial being 
“H.,” probably explained the situation. 

Werremeyer then recalled that A. 8. 
Werremeyer, secretary of the North 
End Business Men’s Association of St. 
Louis, was a@ member of the Business 
Men’s Committee which, early in 1912, 
organized in St. Louig for the purpose 
of carrying Missouri for Taft,.. He ex-

Col. William M. Walker, manager of 
the Planters Hotel, said the letter was 
a personal one, and that if it fell into 
the hands of Judge Werremeyer by mis- 
take, he thought it should have been 
returned.

SHAKSPEARE. 


: EN Shakspeare smote his bloom- 
' ing, lyre — 
¥ ¥ The times were feverish for plays, 
And what was every man’s desire 
Amounted almost to a craze. 
The rush to moving picture shows 
In this day fairly parallels 
The zest for theaters in those 
Old days of which this writer tells. 


The good Elizabeth was Queen, 

And bade the players to her court; 
The British populace was keen 

For poetry, by all report. 

The old moralists which reigned 

From great Euripides till then

This fever fired the fertile brains -

T is a goodly voyage ‘nto worth- 
while realms that ss taken on 
board the good ship Harth under 
the pilotage of Herbert Quick. In 
‘happy and illuminative fashion he 
compares the earth to a large, easy- 
going vessel, its decks more or less 
crowded with inhabitants, on its 
great trip through time. In all his 
clear and convincing discussion of 
social perils and hazards, he never 
abandons the simile which provides 
the title of his book he sticks to 
the ship. Many a contention is res- 
cued from the peril of abstrugeness 
by employment of nautical terms and 
figures. 

Vital problems confronting the in- 
habitants, the passengers on the 
g00d ship Earth, having to do with the 
conditions governing the continuance 
of the race on the planet, are dis- 
cussed with candor and _ conviction.

Quite to 
the contrary, the author discusses 
world problems with the broadest 
possible outlook and unbiased treat- 
ment. His conviction that the _ so- 
clalization of land is the imperative 
need is presented briefly and tem- 
perately and the effort seems rather 
to acquaint the reader fully with 
all the elements of the problems than 
to convert him to the single tax 
view. 3 

He looks forward to a confedera- 
tion of nations and the growih of the 
“social crystal” vuut of the simplest 
and most obvious relationships, ten- 
dencies and needs of life. Social ga)- 
vation is not to come through any 
formulated scheme. The part for 
man’s intelligence to play is in study- 
ing principles and supply'ng condi- 
tions, and faith and confidence are jus- 
tifled that when this has »>een done, 
universal and immutable !aw will’ do 
the rest, the author thinks. 

The fateful forward and upward 
step,” he says, “must be a thing so 
simple that it may be taken by the 
intelligent decision of the common 
man through such democratic insti- 
tutions as he now has, by means of 
such intellectual capacity as he now 
possesses, and such racial instincts 
and spiritual gifte as he has now at- 
tained, aided by his heritage of a 
great and growing fund of knowl- 
edge.” The solution of the riddle is 
to be found, he thinks, “not in the 
intricacies of some labyrinthine and

XPERIMENTS have shown that 
the only article of clothtig bought 
by men exclusively in this coun- 


jtry is their own collars. Women par- 


ticipate in the purchase of a larger por- 
tion of men’s gafments. Not more than 
one-third of the men buy their own 
handkerchiefs. Only 8 per cent of the 
men purchase their own shoes and hats. 
In one-third of the cases, women help 
buy men’s shirts. 

These statistics are vouched for in 
“Advertising and Selling,” a text book 
on advertising by Harry lL. Holling- 
worth, instructor of psychology at Co- 
lumbia University, New York. The 
beok is published in behalf of the Ad- 
vertising Men's League of New York 
City. 

Beldom in technical volume does 
average reader glean much information 
of general interest. But advertising ex- 
perts, in figuring out .on a scientific ba- 
sis how they can better cateh the eye 
of persons who buy things, must calocu- 
late to a certainty who is the buying 
power of the pubile. 

By practical experiments they have 
proven that the almost unanimous buy- 
ing power is—women—not. men. 

Then in calculating by expensive 
plans what will most appeal to this fe- 
male buying power of the country, .they 
have found the greatest selling power 
in the world is advertisements—with 
pictures. 

Going a step further, it has been 
shown, according to this volume, that 
advertisements ha colored cuts 
often sell as high ag 15 times as many 
goods as the same ad in plain black and 
white. This accounts for the growing 
popularity in the use of colors in eata- 
logues and advertisements, despite the 
extra cost. 

Red has proven to be the most at- 
tractive color to women in advertise- 
ments, according to Prof. Hollingworth. 
Blue appeals more strongly to men. 
Orange and yellow are the catchy col- 
ors fog children, experiments show. 

Even the proper words to use in ad- 
vertisements intended to appeal to va- 
rious clagses-of persons have been tab- 
ulated from a scientific standpoint. The 
results of demonstrations, as cited in 
this book, are: 

Women are more quickly attracted 
by such words as popularity, recommen- 
dation, reputation, family affection 
guarantee, union made, sympathy and 
growth of the firm. 

Men like words like health, social 
standing, efficiency, time saved, ambi-

TEN FEDERAL RESERVE BANKS. 
A tentative agreement on 10 regional banks was 
reached by the senatorial conference, on the pro- 
tests of Senator Bacon and Senator Smith of 
Georgia that with only eight Atlanta would prob- 
ably be left out in the distribution of regional 
banks.. The territory tributary to Atlanta would 
refuse, they declare, to do business with New Or- 
leans, the probable location of the neaptst re- 
gional banks under the eight-bank plan. 
Their fears were only too well founded. Though 
only the thirty-first city in point of populition, 
Atlanta’s geographical position can be given a con- 
sideration with 10 banks which it would be tise- 
less to hope for with only eignt. The unworkable 
character of the Wall street bankers’ plan for only 
five reserve banks is shown by this incident in the 
cohference.. That plan made no concession to 
banking convenience. Under it some of the re- 
serve. districts would have consisted of unwieldy 
stretches of territory having few trade interests 
i» common: Had it been given the slightest fa- 
vor, not only Atlanta. but other cities would now 
be making furious protests. 
To fix the number between eight and twelve 
that will best facilitate a convenient distribution 
of the banks will not jeopardize the principle of 
the bill. But to fix the number at five would ig- 
nore geographical claims of validity and affect 
one of the great objects of the bill. With only 
five it would be only too easy to invest the New 
York reserve bank with the features of a central 
bank.

EXPECTED NEW LAW 


Secretary McAdoo Declares Re- 
stricting Credits Is Not 


Necessary. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. %-—The re 
sources of the United States Treasury 
will be put at the disposal of banks to 
ald them in complying with the expect- 
ed new currency law when it is put on 
pn statute books, according te Secre- 

tary McAdoo. The Secretary issued & 
/statement setting forth that the restrict- 
ing of credits in order to meet the pro- 
visions of the measure, as reported, was 
& mistake. 

He expressed that the new law would 
impose no hardships on the banks and 
that the transfers of capital and re- 
serves to the proposed Federal reserve 
banks could be accomplished with little 
or no Ineonvenience to general business. 
The treasury, he said, had large funds 
available, and would not hesitate to use 
them in aiding the banks under the new 
law. He expressed the opinion that the 
banks could proceed with perfect safety 
in the granting of accommodations to 
customers as usual. 

' The secretary stated that up to date 


| the banks had called upon the Treasury 


for only $84,661,000 for crop moving pur- 
roses; that these deposits were, under 
the arrangements, to be returned in four 
installments, beginning Dec, 15 and end- 
ing Maroh 1, 

McAdoe added that he would consider 
upon its merits the application of- any 
national bank holding é¢rop-moving de- 
posits for a postponement of 90 days of 
the time for beginning payments,
